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PREFACE. 



THE Author of ** Geography on a popu- 
lar Plan, FOR THE USE OF SCHOOLS AND 

YOUNG PERS9NS," h;^ been persuaded by 
some of his Friends, to print, in a separate 
form, an Elementary Work, as an introduc- 
tory Grammar to that pleasing and important 
Science. It has been suggested that the 
large Work is too expensive tor the common 
use of the Ji^nior Classes in Schools, by whom 
it will be principally wanted for the pur- 
pose of committing particular parts to the 
memory ; and that a selection of such parta 
would be a great convenience in the practi* 
cal business of educs^tion. 

With this suggestion he- has cheerfully 
com plied: and no wprintssuch abrief Synopsis 
of Geography, as has long been wanteci by 
tutors ; and which, united to the popular and 
fascinating contents of his larger work, will, 
he believes, form a complete System of Ge^" 
graphy for the Use of Schools. 

The author has annexed to this Grammar 
a great number of plain questions, with^ 
view to exercise the ingenuity, the inven- 
tion, and the memory, of the pupil; all of 
which are answered in The Tutor's Key, 
for th« ease and convenience of Teachers 5

but he has omitted the chapter on the Con« 
struction of Maps, considering it as too dif- 
ficult for the young persons for whom this 
Grammar is intended; he continues, how- 
ever, to lay the same stress as before on the 
importance of copying maps> as the only 
means by which an acquaintance with Geo- 
graphy can be perfected. 

Several of the maps contained in the larger 
work, are given also in this compendium ; 
for, though they add to the expence, nothing 
can be more absurd than for any person to 
attempt to teach Geography without a con- 
stant reference to them, A proper mode of 
familiarising very young pupils with an ide;^ 
of the meaning and intention of maps, is to 
lay before them a plan, or map, of thedis-r 
trict in which tbey reside. In the metropolis, 
a pl^n of London will best convey theso 
ideas, by referring to the street in which the 
pupil lives, and then pointing out to him the 
adjacent streets, in the country, a map of 
the county in which the pupil resides, will 
effect this purpose : the place of his residence 
shoulcf be shewn, arid its relation to other 
places on the map be compared with his 
actual knowledge of the neighbourhood. 
The pupil who understands what is meant 
b^j a plan of a town, or the map of a coun- 
ty, Mnll easily extend his ideas to the oUjecu 
of general maps, 

Another audition to ibis Grammar, the 
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Utility of lybich will be felt bV every tutor, 
is the Alphabetical Table of r roper Names, 
in which, for the first time, an attempt is 
made to fi?; the pronunciation of the names 
of places and countries. Such a guide to 
pronunciation has not hitherto, existed in 
our language j and the want of it has tended 
very considerably to impede the study of 
Geography, 

The proper mode of using this little book 
ta advantage, will, it is apprehended, be to 
let the pupil commit the whole of the Facts 
to memory, at the rate perhaps of- one, two. 
or three, p^r day, ac<:ording to his age ana 
capacity ; taking care, at the end ot each 
section, to make him repeat the whole of 
wjiat he has before learnt. 

In connection ^ith this labour, he may be 
usefully employed in examining the maps; 
and in answering, in writing, the questions 
that are formed from them, as given in the 
Tutor's Key. If he read over also a part 
of the vocabulary each day, comparing the 
words with the places on some maps of a 
larger scale than could be bound up with this 
Grammar, it may be affirmed, that half an 
hour only spent in this manner every day, will 
render any youth familiar with Geography 
in the course of a few months. 

As further facilities to the studertt, and 
to render the study of Geography more prac- 
tical and cffi9acious, the author has coutrived 
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:r impovtaritand necessary auxiliaries, all 
hich deserve the attention pf the inteU 
nt tutor,

Definitions. 

GEOGRAPHY 18 the science which describes the wr* 
face of the earth, the coMtittMut parts of which ire 
Iskod and water. 

The land consists of continents, islands, peninsulas, and 
isthmuses: and the water of oceans,' seas, gulfs, straits, 
and rivers, v 

There are on\y two continenu : the old coniinent, which 
contains Europe, Asia, and Africa; and the newly dis^ 
covered continent of America. 

An Uland is a portion of land surrounded by water^ 
such as Great Britain, Ireland, Jamaica, and Borneo. 

A peninsula is a tract of land almost surrounded with 
water; a» the Ntorea, in Greece. c-/- 

An isibmus is a neck. of land 'which joins a peninsula to a 
cpntihent, or two continents together : as the Isthmus of 
Suez, which Joins Africa to Asia; and the Isthmus of Fa-* 
nama, which joins North to South Aiperica. 

There are four ouans ; the Pacific Ocean, the Atlantic 
Ocean, the Indian Ocean, and the Northern Ocean. 

A fca if a smaller collection of water; as the Meditevra-* 
^an Sea, the Baltic Sea, and the Black Sea. 

Agu^f, or 6#y, is an arm of the sea wjjich runs a consi- 
^able xvayinto the land; as the Gulf of Mexico, the Gulf 
of Goiu^ea, and the Bi^ of Biscay. 

Jk stmt is a nareow. part of the sea, forming a passaj^e 
from oue sea to another; as the Strait of Gibraltar, the 
Strait of Magellan, and the Strait ol Dover. 
' A cape or promontoiy, is a point of land jutting out inta 
tlie sea; as tto Cape ot Good tiope^ aitd Cape U rn. 
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OF THE UNIVERSE, SOLAR SYSTEM, AND 
THE EARTH AS A PLANET. 

1. The Universe as fer as human observatio* 
has extended, consi^s of inlioite sp^ce, filled wkii 
luminous bodies, of tlie nature of the sun, all of 
which, except our own^sun, are at such immense 
distances that they appe^ onl^ as shining points^ 
or stars. 

2. These stars or sups, as seen through good 
telescopes, aie found to be innumerable ; but not 
more than four hundred can be seeii ^vith the 
naked eye on a clear night. The brightest are 
supposed to be those that are nearest, and Sinus, 
the largest of the stars, is at least seven milUom 
of milUoHs of mUes distant. 

3. The sun, as are probably the stars, in like 
manner, k attencjed by distinct globes, which, 
revolve,* at various dis^tances, round his body in 
periods proportioned to their distances, and at the 
same time round their own axes; creating a sik- 
cession of seasons by the first motion, and a sue- 
cession of night and day by the last- ^ ' 

4. These globes having the sun for their common 
centre, are called planets I'^and the whole is called* 
the Soiar Si/stem ; wliich, as far as we yet know, 
consists of seven globes, named as they succeed 
each other hi distance, Mercut^, Pmus, Earth, 
Mars, Jupiter, Satnm, and HerscheL 

5. The sun is about 500,000 niiJes m dia^ 
meter, and is the source of light, heat, and life, 
to the earth, and the other planets. It turns 
round on its own axis every twenty-five days, anclia 
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Of the Solar System^ • 9 

|]trobab1y of tbe same nature, and has the sttn« 
uses, as the iixed stars hi general. 

6. The distances of the planets from the sun, 
their diameters m miles, and the periods of their 
revolutions in days, are as follow: ^^

7. Several of the planets are themselves ' sur- 
rounded by smaller globes, which serve to reflect 
t|ie light of the sun by night. In this manner the 
Earth is provided with the Moon, a globe of 
S^OOO miles diameter, and about a quarter of a mil- 
lion of miles distant. Jupiter has four such moons ; 
Saturn has seven; and Herschel has six: Satura 
is also provided wiljj a luminous ring. 

8. Besides the sun, planets, and moons, there 
gre other bodies which traverse infinite space, 
called comets, which are subject to tlie attraction 
of the sunT^and move in orbits exceedingly ellip- 
tical. Above a hundred of tljese have been ob' 
served^ and one of them is known to be 575 jrears 
in performing its course in its orbit. v_/- 

9. There have lately been discovered some 
9^11^ planets, which move in orbits round the 
siuj^ but of such inconsiderable size, that they 
caiuto Ve ranked with the sevea primary pla^ 
nets, and are therelijre called Asteroids, There 
are three of them between the orbits of Mars, 
imdt Ju|>iter, called Pia^szi, Olbers, and Ceres, 
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10 Cf the Solar Sj/stm. 

10. Tlie celestial phenomena worthy of payti- 
cular explanation, are Eclipses, Transits, and Oc- 
cultations. 

An* eclipse of the sun is occasioned by tile 
moon's passing between the earth and the sun, and 
an eclipse of the moon is occasioned by tlie earth 
passing between the sun and the moon. 

A transit, is when the planet Mercury or Venus 
is between the sun and earth, and is seen like a 
black spot on the sun. 

An occultation is when the moon passes over 
any of the planets or stars. ^f 

11. The seasons are occasioned by the axis of 
the earth or planet being inclined to the plane of 
its orbit always in one direction, so that one end 
of ^be axis is directed totvards the sun at one sea- 
son of the year, and /row the sun at another; or ia 
other words by the Earth ascending and descend- 
ing in its orbit. Thi^ occasions the variations of 
climate, and the different lengflis of day and nights 

1 2. The surface of the earth contains nearly two 
hundred millions of square miles, and more than 
two thirds of it is covered with water. 

13. The land is occupied by at least a thousand 
milli()ps of human beings, and is divided into ibnr 
great 'divisions, called quarters: viz. EuBOPE, 
Asia, Afeica, and America. -. 

1 4. The inhabited parts of the earth arc cal- 
culated to occupy a space of thirty-nine millioni 
of square miles, of which Europe contains live ; 
Asia eleven : Africa nine ; and America fourteen.' 

15. The number of inhabitants in each square 
mile, is as follows:— In Europe 34, in A^ift 4^1 
in Africa 3„ and in America 2. 
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OF i;UROPE- 

1 5. Europe is the smallest of the four great 
divisions or quarters of the world, but it is inha- 
bited by the most active and intelligent race of 
mankind, \Vho govera all the other parts of tlie 
>>pw)rld. 

17' Europe comprehends the sq>arate countries, 
kaown by the names of Lapland, Norway, Swe- 
den, Russia, Denmark, Prussia, Holland, the 
German States, Austria, Turkey, France,-Swit2er- 
iatid, Italy, Portugal, Spain, and the United 
Kii^dom of Great Britain and Ireland. ^ 

18. It has three grand inland &eas called the 
Mediterranean, the Baltic, and the White Sea; 
and tlie part of tha Mediterranean which lies ea^ 
q( Candia, is frequently called the Levant. 

19. The principal European islands are Great 
t Britain and Ireland, Iceland, Zealand, Corsica, 

Sardinia, Sicil}, Candia, Majorca, Miiiorca, and 
Ivi^a. 

20. The princq)al rivers in Europe are the 
Wolga, the Danube, the Nieper, the Rhine, the 
Elbe, and the Thames.

OF LAFIiAND. 

,23. Lapland is divided into Danish, or Nordi 
Lapland; Svi'edish, or South Lapland; and Ru^ 
ftian, or East Lapland. It is covered with immense 
forests, chiefly of fir, and with pastures full of 
rein-deer. 

24. The Laplanders are of diminutive size, but 
hospitable, generous, and courageous. Their 
amusements are, shooting with the bow at a mark» 
n kind of tennis, and a game resembling draughts. 
^ 25. They make long excursions upon the snow, 
and will, without much fatigue, travel fifty miles 
a day ; and in their sledges, drawn by rein deer, 
they will occasionally pass over hill and dale, two 
hundred miles in the same jouniey. 

26. In the northern parts of Lapland the sun lA 
absent about seven weeks at a time. The sta^ are 
visible at noon, and the moon shines without hi- 
terniission. In the summer, on the contrary, the 
^un never sets for seven Meeks together.

Od the coast of Norway is the famous vor- 
tex of the sea called the Maelittroom : it is betrd 
at a great distance, and forms a whirlpool of 
Tast depth and extent^ and is so violent, that if a 
ship comes near it^ it is drawn in and shattered to 
pieces. 

32. The chief wealth of Norway lies in its fir 
timber, with which foreign nations are supplied. 
It possesses qoarries of excellent marble, and 
luiues of various metals*

33. The Kingdom of Denmark consists of 
2^ealand, Holstein, Jutland, Norway, North Lap- 
land, Qreenland, Iceland, and^the Faro Islands* t^ 

34. Denmark Proper is an exceedingly small 
kingdom, containing only the peninsula of Jut- 
land, and the i^ands of Zealand, Funoi, &t. at 
Uie eiUrance of the Baltic. 

36. Its chief town, Co|)enhag^ is in the island

40. The chief towns are Stockholm, the ca{H» 
fal, wlueh stands on seven xocky islands, v unhed 
by wooden bridges, in 59° nqrth latitude ; Upsal, 
fanious for its university ; Gottenburg, in GoUi* 
Jaud; Tornea, on the Arctic Cii'ck, in West 
Bothnia; and Abo^^ Finland, ^^y takenyby 
the Russians. >>^ ^ff fho^Ohf/Z 

41. The chief wealth of Sweden arises from its 
muies of silver, copper, lead, and iron. 1%e 
copper Biines are very spacious, aftbrding com- 
modious habitations for numerott« iamiites, and 
Ibmiing a sdbterraneous world. 

42i Sw^ftien is a mountamons country, and re* 
markable for the number and extent of its lakes. 
Its rivers are numerous, but not navigable. 

43. Sweden and Swedish Lapland abound with 
natural curi^ties, and witk singular and truly 
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MbtiHHr iemery. It faa» only two seasons ; nine 
teumtbs wmter, and tbiee months summer. 

44« Th^ isltods about tlie lakes aiid gulfs, «n 
the coast of the Baltic, are numerous, and several 
tfioosaiids are suppj)sed to be iababited ; the rtat 
»» d€S€frt rocks. In the Baltic Sea there are no 
tide» ; and a current is always running into th* 
German Ocean. 

OF RUSSIA. 

45, The Russian empire, the largest in extent 
in theVorld, comprehends part of Europe, and 
sA the northern parts of Asia; but only a sm^l 
part even of its scanty population, of twenty-four 
myiions, k in a state of civilization. 

O^s. By the partition of Poland in the years 1772 amif 
i793» Huabift acquired twe-thkds 01 that country^ aRd . 
about six mil lions of subjects.* 

4(>, Its government is de3potic, and thr«e* 
fourths of its population are Slaves or barbarians* 
Sil>eria is used as a place of banishment, at the 
pleasure of the sovereign. 

47* In some part^ of Sibf ria the ch'matc is so 
severe, that kii^Ss are frequehtT^cen hanging lo 
tlie eye-lashes, and the drivers of carriages ar« 
often fonud frozen to death on their seats. 

48. Tije principal towns a?^ Petersburg, the 
capital, pn the gulf of Finland, in 60» north la- 
titude; Moscow, the ancient capital; Archangel, 
a port on the borders of the \Vhite Se^; Cherson,

Petersburg^ 
built since 1700 by Peter the Great, contains 
about 170,000 inhabitants. 

49. The principal lakes are Ladoga and Onega. 
The chief islands are Cronstadt, in the gulf of 
Einlaud ; Oesel and Dago, famous for their rock% 
)md inhabited by Esthonians. 

50. Russia is a level Country, there being 
scarcely a hill from Pet^sburg to Pekio in China; 
the same may be said of the road from Peters- 
burg to the north of France. 

51. The principal rivers are the Wolga, whicl^ 
after winding a course of titree thou^apd miles, 
discharges itself into the Caspian Sea, by more 
than seventy mouths : here aUo is the Don, or 
Tanais, the Niepcr, and the Niester. 

52. The inland navigation of Russia is very 
intensive: goods may be conveyed by water from 
Petersburgb to China, with an interruption of 
only sixty miles. 

53. Russia is celebrated for itf timber, hemp, 
tallow, hides, tar, and flax. It also has iron and 
cofiper mines in the Uralian mountains, and some 
fisheries. 

54. Among the natural curiosities of Russia, 
may be mentioned the ro^ks of ice, of lUanj 
miles in extent, and astonishing height, which arc 
f vmnd in the Fro2en Ocean, adorned like cathe- 
drals witli pinnacles, and reflecting every variety 
vf colour. 

OP PRUSSIA. 

^5. The Pruauan dominions were formerly vei7 
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jmih b«t t])f ftcifiiisitioa of Silpsia and a ptrt 
of Poland, asd the abilities of Frederic the Great, 
rendered Ihmn 'a coiwiderabie eaipire ; th^^ hav«e» 
hcn^ever^ been lately dimini^cd in extent and 
pofver by the ewperor of France. 

56. It is divided into Royal Prussia, and Ducal 
Prussia* Roy^ Prussia lies on the west side of 
the Vistula, and Ducal Prussia on the east. 
^ S7. Before the partition of Poland, the Prus- 
^an sul\}ects arooqnted to about tive millions and 
a half, but after that they were eight nullions. 
In 1811 they did not exceed four millions. 
. 58. The chief towns are Berlin the capital; 
Konigsberg and B^ieslaw; Warsaw, the former 
capital of Poland ; and Dantzic, an independent 
<;ity and sea port. 

59', The principal rivers are the Vistula, tl^ 
Pregel, and the Memel. 

OF HOLLAND, NOW UNITED TO FRANCE. 

6*0. The Dutch are proverbially characterized 
by their industry and economy, and tlicy were 
formerly distiiiguished for their love of liberty. 
For a few years they had a king in Louis Bona- 
parte, but, on his resignatbn, these states were 
lately united to the French empire. 

61. Batavia, or Holland, consists of seven pro- 
vinces, viz. Gi*oningcn, Friesland, Overyssel, Hol- 
land, Utrecht, Guelderland, and Zealand. 

62. The French) taking advantage of the divi- 
^fiions among the Dutch, overthrew and enslaved 
their once flourishing and indepen<lent repubHc. 

• In coQsequtace they have lost their tirade, anil

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their idiabitanta» ao £uned for wealth » are rediiee4 
to beggary. 

63^ The chief towns are Aiusterdani, Leyden» 
Ilotterdain, and Haarlem. Amsterdam, the ca« 
pital, is curiously. built upon wooden pitea. Ley-^ 
den is famous for its university. ^ 

64. The Hague is the largest, and was th« 
richest, village in tbe world: it is thirty miles 
from Amsterdam ; and was, betbre the late revo- 
lations, the seat of government^ and the residence 
of the principal people. 

65. The streets in most of the Dutch towns 
have canals running through them, the borders 
of wliicli are planted with rows of trees. 

66. The principal rivers of Holland are the 
Rhine, the Maese, and the Scheldt. The canals 
are very numerous, and terve for the same pur- 
pose as roads in other /countries, viz. travelling, 
aud the conveyance of goods. ' 

OF GERMANY. 

67. Tlie extensive country called Germany is 
remarkable for its subdivi^ons into an immense 
pumber of independent states, which were, for 
many ages, politically ui^ited under one head, 
called the Emperor of Germany. 

6S. Germany, was divided into nine great 
divisions, called circles : three northern, namely, 
Westphalia, Lower Saxony, and Upper Saxony; 
three in the middle. Lower Rhine, Uppeir* 
Rhme, and Franconiaj and three southern, ' 
Swabia, Bavaria, and Austria. \^ 

. 69. Th^se curcles were subdivided into etecto- ^ 
rates, duchies, principalities, bishoprics,* S:c, and ^ 
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l^esifles th^se, there were a nmnbe r of free cities, 
%vhicb were sovereign slates. 
' 70. Almost every prince in Germany, of which 
.there arc about two hnndred, was arbitrary in the 
government of his ofwd estates; but togeth'cr they 
formed one great confederacy, governed by poll- 
|ical laws, 

71. In 1805, the constitutioa of the Germanic 
Empire was set aside by the intrigues of (he 
Trench. The emperor of Austria relinqui^d 
the title of emperor of Germany, and a new po- 
litii^al association was formed of n:any consfde^ 
rable states, nnder the title of the Conl'ede ration 
of the Rliine; at the head of wluch is the cn^- 
ror of the French, claiming the title o£ Protector, 

72. Tlie kings of Westphalia, Pni!Si>ia, and 
Saxony, are at present regarded as the principal 
potentates in the nortli of Germany ; .and 
the kings of Bavaria and of Wirtemberg, the 
Prince. Primate of the Rhine, are the most consi- 
derable, in the south. 

73. The chief towns are, 

Vienna t the residence of the emperor of Ausr 

rh^esdeUy the residence of the kmg of Saxony, 
famous for its galleiT of pictures, its various col- 
lections in the ^ne arts, and its porcelain maau- 
factory. 

Berlin, the capital of the Prussian dominions. 

74. hJamhurghy situated on the Elbe, once one 
of tlje first commeroal cities in Kurope. 

Leipsie aiKi Frankfort ^ once famous for thehr 
fairs. * 
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Gottingen, Jena, Leipsic, mi ttdi^, celebrated 
for their universities. 

75. Besides these there are Hanover, Munich, 
Maunbeim^ Wirtemberg, Heidelberg, Augsburg, 
Coustance, Pra^i^ue* Bremen, Lubeck, Qotm^ 
ColtMoe, &c. &c, 

76. The principal rivers of Germany are tbt 
Pa&ube, the Biiine, the Maine, and the Elbe. 

OF THE AVSTRIAN DOMINIONS. 

77. The extensive dominions of the emperor of 
Austria, comprehend Austria, Bohemia, Hungary, 
and part of Poland, and contain twenty millions 
of inhabitants. 

78. By tlic partition of Poland, Austria ac» 

Siired one-sixth part of that country, and more 
an four millions of subjects. Her power if 
now much crippled by the wars with Bonaparte, 
in all of which she was humbled ; but her poli* 
tical consequence is restored by the marriage of 
Bonaparte \wth a daughter of the emperor of 
Austria. 

7g, The capital of this compact military em- 
l^e is Vienna. The other chief towns are Prague, 
Presburg, Buda, and Cracow. 

80. The principal mountains are the Tyrolesci, 
Ibe Alps, and the Carpathian; and the rivers arc 
tiie Danube, the Moldau, and tlie Drave. 

OF TUUKpy IN SU110P£. 

81. Turkey in Europe iocludes andeiit Greece 
aiid other Countries, formerly the finest m iha 
world, but, owing to the Mahomedaa religion, 

I 
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lod to the. dtspotism and ignorant policy of the 
Turks, now the most desolate and miserable. 

Obt. The governinent is despotic under the Grand 
S/gnior» whu is master of the lives and piopeify of his 
fobjeets. He assumes the titles of &od upon earth; the 
shadow of Go«f, brother of the ^un and mooti, &c. 

82. The northern provinces are Moldavia, Bes- 
sarabia, Walachia, Servia, Bosnia, and Dalniatia; 
those in the middle are Bulgaria, Romania, Ma- 
cedonia, Albania, and Epirus; the southern par^ 
called Greece, contains Thessaly, Achaia, and 
the Mm-ea. 

%3^ The metropolis of Turkey is Conitanti- 
oople, finely situated in 41^ north latitude, be- 
tween the sea of Marmora and the Black Sea, 
and one of the most considerable cities in Eu- 
rope* 

84. Adrianople is tlie second city in Hie Turk- 
ish empive, and was formerly the capital. T^e 
iamous city of Delphos is now reduced to a vil- 
lage called Castri. Athens is a mean town, Co- 
fiiith is in niins^ Sparta, and all the famous Gre- 
f ian cities, are also ruined and desolate. 

The chief mountains are Pindus and Olympus, 
wiiich separate Tliessaly from Epirus; Parnassus 
ID Livadia; Athos<( and Haemus. Mount Athos, 
celebrated in classic history, is now inhabited by 
thousands of monks and hermits. \ 

85. The Turkish islands are very numeroui, 
and include Rhodes, Candia, Cyprus, Egripo, 
Lemnos, Samos, Mytheni, Naxia, and others. 

86. South-west of tlie Morea lies the confede- 
rated Republic of the Seven Islands, consisting 
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of Corfu, Cepbalooia, Zaote, Cerigo, tetjcadi% 
and others. 

OF FRANCE. 

87. This powerful country occupies a conv 
manding situation in the centre of Europe; and 
is distinguished by the military prowess of its 
armies, and by the restless activity and volatil# 
character of its inhabitants. 

Obt, The government of France has been usurpeci hf 
Napoleon Bonaparte, who has taken the title of Emperor 
of Prance, King of Italy, &c. 

88. The climate of France is various ; but tlie 
transitions from beat to cold, and from rain to 
fiiir weather, are less sudden th^n in England. It? 
ihe tiiterioi; the air is very salubrious; in the don 
Ibarn parts the winters are cold, but in flie 9?>utb 
so mild, that invalids retire thither from England, 
to avoid the rigour of our climate* 

89. France was anciently divided into pro^ 
vinces: but since the revolution, . it has, with t\\^ 
Netherlands, and various other territories, af** 
quired by the revolutionary war, been divided 
into one hundred and fifteen departaneots y ami 
Holl^ is now added to tbe French empire. 

90. Paris, the ciypital of France, is, next to 
|/)ndou, the largest and most considerable city 
in Europe. It contains about five hundred thou-' 
sand inhabitants, and has lately been enriched 
witli immense collections ^f works of art, ancient 
and modtm, brought fi-om various |)arts of Italy. 

Pl. The other principal towns of Frai^e ari^ 
J^ons, Marseilles, Bourdeanx, Nant?, Thoulouse, 
Rouen, Men!*, Strasbourg, Toulon, Ljsle, Brns* 
sels, Antwerp, and the once famed Geneva, 
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. $!2. Tbc principal mountains in France are the 
Alps, which anciently divided it from Italy ; and 
the Pyrenees^ which at present divide it from 
Sfmin. 

93. The chief rivers are the Rhone, the Ga- 
fonne, the Loire, the Seine, and the S6nime. Tlie 
Rhine forms the boundary betvreen France and 
Germany. 

94. The canals in France are very oumetous^ 
but the chief work of this kind is the canal of 
Languedoc, about dne hundred and eighty miles 
in length, joining the Garonne with the Medi^ 
iirnmean. 

95. Near Toulon art the isles of Hieres, which 
are the same as Holner** isle of Calypso. The 
isle of Rh^ is opposite Rocbelle. Bellisle has 
>een repeatedly attacked by the English. The 
islalMl of Ushant is the most westerly h-eadland iti 
France. Corsica gave birth to Bonaparte. 

OF SWITZERLAND. 

96. Switzerland, remarkable for its mountains, 
and the nmple character of its inhabitants, b di" 
vided hito tliirteen cantons; Zurich, Berne, Utt* 
terwalden, Zug, Schwitz, Basil, Claris, Soleure, 
Uri, Ap^B2el, Liiceme, Friburg, and Scbaff* 



97f The ptincipal towns are Berne, Zu* 
Mcb, Lucerne, Zug, Basle, Constance, and Lau* 
janne, the last celebrated for the beauty of its 
^ittialiem 

98. The sources of the Rhine and the Rhonc^ 
two of the granikst rivers In Eurpp^i are in the 
jDooimtflps <tf Switf erland. 
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$9. TUe lakes of Constance, Ncnchatel, Zu- 
ricli^ and Geneva, have long been celebrated foi 
their picturesque beauty. 

100. The Alps divide Switzerland from Italy; 
St. Qotfaard, in the canton of Uri, and Mont 
Blanc, on the borders of Savoy, are the lughest 
Bioimtains in Europe. 

OF ITALY. . 

101. Italy, the garden of Europe, tlie parent 
of the arts and of eiyilization, and once the rab- 
tress of the world, is still a fine, populous, and 
interesting, country, but inhabited by a race <rf 
people who are degraded by religious superstition 
and political slavery. 

102. It is subdivided into the kingdom of Italy, 
which includes Lombardy, Piedmont, Parma, and 
the Venetian states; the kingdom of Etniria;> 
the kingdom of Rome ; and the kingdom of Na- 
ples. 

103. The Appennines form a grand chaiti of 
mountains which run through almost the extent 
of Italy. Mount Vesuvius, near Naples, is a ce* 
lebrated volcanic mountain. 

104. Etna, in Sicily, is another famous volcanic 
mountaui, the circuit of which is one hundred and 
eighty miles. The ashes. of Vesuvius have some- 
times been thrown seven miles, but those of Etua 
have frequently been thrown thirty miles. 

105. Rome, in latitude 42^ north, the present 
capital of Italy^ was once the cs^utal of the civi- 
lized world. Its population was formerly very 
great, and its circumference fifty iniles; but iu 
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popalatioD now does not excead one huadred 
thousand. 

106. Florence is the capital of Etruria, and 
has long been regarded as tlie Athens of modern 
Italy. Milan is the capital of the kingdom of 
Italy, \vhich al$o includes Turin, .Venice, Man,tua» 
Parma, and Genoa. 

107. Sicily, the largest of the Italian islands, is 
separated frojn the south-west part of Naples, by 
the strait of Messina. This strait was famous 
for the Scylia and Charybdis of the ancients, th4 
former a rook, the latter a whirlpool. The chief 
towns are IHiIermo, Messina, and Syracuse. 

108. Sardinia, another large, but very poor, 
island, is situated almost in the centre of the ]^e- 
diterranean: the principal town is Cagliari. Cor- 
sica is separated from the northern parts of Sar- 
dinia by the strait of Bonifacio, and its chief town 
is Bastia. 

109. The small but important island of Malta 
lies about sixty miles south of Sicily, and is cele- 
brated for its line port and for the strength of its 
fortifications, now in possessioniof Great Britaiu. 

110. Candia, another of the famous Islands 
of the Mediterranean, anciently called Crete, to 
the south of Greece, is famous for its Mount> 
Ida. And both Malta and Candia are renowned 
for two sieges by the Turks, who in the former 
lost thirty thou^nd men, and in tlie latter one 
Hundred and eighty thousand. 

111. Rhod^, another Mediterranean is- 
land, was once famous for its colossal statue, 
between the legs of which sliips sailed into the 
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kaH^dr. ta ki rigbt hand was & light4iotise for 
the direction of mariners. But it was destroyed 
several «ges ago b^^ an eartliqiiake. 

112. Tbe principal rivers of Italy are the Po, 
the Tiber* the Var, and the Adige. Tbe Cape* 
are^ Passora^ Spartivento^ L«uca» and Aligna. 

bi^ SFAIN4 

113. Spain is remarkable for its iinmense and 
valuable possessions in South America^ and for the 
late resurrection of ,its public spirit^ and for its 
heroic atchieveme^ts in resbting the base invasion 
9f the French. 

114. Spain is divided into fourteen districts, or 

provinces^ viz. 

Astttri«, Old Castile, £stratnadnr«« 

Biscay, Arragon^ Andalusia, 

Kavarrc, Catatonia, Murcia, 

Galicia, Valencia, and 

Leon, New Castile, Grenada. ^ 

115. Its chief towns are Madrid, the capital; 
Barcelona, Seville, Granada, Malaga, Sarag«ssa» 
Tol^o, SakmaBca, and Cadi^. 

116. The principal rivers are the Ebro, the 
Tagtts, and the Douro; and among its mountains 
ought to be remembered the Holy Mountain of 
Montserrat, iahabited by religious he^mitd and de^ 
totees. 

1 >7« On a promontory, in the south of Sp^io, 
stands Gibraltar, which has been in tbe posses- 
sion <^ the Engtisb for a century, and is mo de^ 
funded by nature and art^ as to be counidertd ioii^

118. Tlie chitf i$Uind8 lying near Spain, are 
Majorca, M iuorca, and Ivica, called the Balearic 
Isles, and deservedly celebrated for their fertili- 
ty tud climate. 

OP PORTVeAL. 

119. Portugal, like Spain, has been eBen^ated 
by its foreign po66essioiis, and has loag been one of 
tile most abject powers in Europe. The people 
art debas^ by indolence aad superstition, and 
its goTemroeBt has even sought «o asylum in South 
Aniertc^i against the French. 

120. It lies between Spain and the Atlantic 
Oeeaii» and is the inost w««terly kingdom iu £ur 
rope. It is divided into several provinces; ^ 
Estraniadura, Entre MiHho«Douro,Alentejo,A:c. 

121. The chief towns are Lisbon, the capital; 
in latitude 3£f° north, and Oporto, famous for its 
eifiports of red wine. Lisbon was destroyed by 
an ^rthquake, in 1735, but it has since been re- 
built in an ele<fant manner, 

122- The Azores belong to Portugal; they are 
situated at an equal distance from that couutry 
and Newfoundland, and have in the finest cli- 
mate m the world. A|adeira is ^^o subject tQ 
Portugal. 

GREAT BIllTAIN ANJ) IRELAND. 

123. The island of Great Britain is.divided 
into England, Wales, and Scotland. It is sii^ 
hundred miles long, tind three hundred broad, 
and contains about twelve niiilioiis of inhabitaiils. 

124. Tlie advantages of its climate are thus 
described by a modern p<»et : 

** A fairer isle than Britain, Dex'ersuu 
Vieiv'd in Ivis wide car^tr: a lovely &pot 
for 411 that Jifecan ask; salubrious j mild* 
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1(6 hills are green, its woods and prospects fair. 
Its meadows fertile; and, to crown the whole 
In one delightful word, it is our honie^ ^ 

Our native isle." 

1,25. Great Britain is the undisputed mistrMs 
of the seas, whioh are every where covered with 
her ships. Her wealth, the vdlue of her manu- 
factures, and the extent of her commerce, are un- 
equalled. 

1 26\ I'he industry and intelligence of her in- 
habitants, the excellent form of her political con- 
stitution, the trial by jury, the administration of 
the laws, and the independence arising from her 
insular situation, combine to render her ao ob- 
ject of pride to her own inhabitants, and of ad- 
miration to all other nations.

142. Tiie christtaareligioai, though first pro- 
mulgated in Asia, has been loQg banished iioia 
it. Tjie Asiatics are cliiefly Mahometans, or Pa- 
gans, and among the latter, idolatry puts <m a 
difterent form in almost every difi'erent district 

143. The southeijtt Asiatics are in geiMJiaief- 
lemiuate, luxuriou<i, indolent, and servile, l>ut 

'they evince coa^derabie geniuft kk various arts 
and scienees. 

144. Asia may be reckoned the richest nod 
mo6t fruitful part of the world. It abounds in 
eorn, wine, and fruits, of all sorts. It iiiniisbes 

'every thing necessary for jitc and health—to sa- 
tisfy vanity, avarice, and ^nsuality . It supplies 
^le other part3 of the world with spices, drugs, 
. diamonds, precious stones, silks, muslins, cofiee, 
I tea, *c. &c. The continent of Asia has Jlus^ia 
[ and Tartary on the north, Tliibet in the mid- 
dle, Arabia and T^key on tbe west, India on 
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the $outb, and the Birmaa empire and China on 
the east, 

14.5. Tlie principal islands in Asia are Borneo, 
Sumatra, Java, and the Smida isles, tli^ Plii- 
lippincs, the Japan isles, the Molucca or Spice 
islands, the Maldives, Ceylon, Formosa, the La- 
drones Isles, the islands of Jesso, in the Indian 
and Pacific Oceans ; and Cyprus m the Mediter- 
ranean.

148. The chief rrvers of Asia are the Kidn 
Ku, the Koan Ho, the Lena, the Yenisei, and* 
the Ob; tlie Amur, the iiurrampooter, the 
Ganges, the Eephr^jtes, and Indus. 

149. Tb^ Adatic mountains are not so high as 
those '<>f Europe. The ibllowing are the prii>- 
cipal ; the Uralian, the Altaian, tiie Shamo, 
♦hose of Thibet, tlie Alsk, the Taurus, the Gaiifa 
of Hindoostaii^ and the Canoasian, which lust 
reach f rpm the Black to the Caspian sea.

OP ASIATIC TCRKKY. 

150. The ciiniate of Turkey in Asia is delight- 
ful and salubrious; but that dreadful scourge to 

.siaokind, the plague, is reodered doubly de- 
structive to this wretched empire, frory the na- 
tive indolence of the Turks, and from their su- 
.perstitious belief in predestination. 

151. Turkey is divided into several provinces 1 
as Natolia, Kaarniar, Armenia, Mingrelia, &c. 
These provinces are subdivided into different 
governments under pachas. 

15^. The prevailing language is the Turkish^ 
next to whicjh is the Greek ; but the Arabic, Sy- 
j-ian, Persian^ and Armeuiaii, are used in dif- 
ierent parts. 

, 153.' In NatoHa, or Asia Minor, were the Sfevett 
churches of Asia, mentioned in the Book of Reve* 
lations; viz. pergamos, Laodicea, Philudelphi'il^ 
Thyatira, Saudis, E[Aesus, and Smyrna ; but 
these places^ except Smyrna, are mostly in 
)ruins. 

154. South of Natolia is that part which Is 
Usually calfod the Holi/ Land, on account of iti 
having witnessed tlie labouH of Jesus Christ. It 
' is called Judea, from the patriarch JudaJi. The 
river Jordan is now a very small stream ihatemp 
^es itself mlo the Dead Sea, near the spot wh^r^ 
Sodom and Gomorrah once stood. 
. 155. Armeaiaia also styled Tm"eomania; toihe 
lOUth of which are Kiirdistati and Irok Arabi, in 

Shich is the celebrated Bagdad. The ancient 
fe^o^otamia^ between the 1(isfis ati4 £uphraUd| 
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corresponds with Diarbeckh, or Algezira. Sym, 
or the ancie»t CanaaOy is situated on the eastern 
extieiaitses of the MediterraueaD. 

156. The priticipal cities are, Smyrna, Aleppo, 
Jerusalem, and Bagdad. Bs^l^ec and Palmyra 
are famous for their extensive ruins. The prin- 
cipal river in Asiatic Turkey is the Euphrates; 
wcxt to this is the Tigris. 

157. The mountains in Asiatic Turkey have 
long been celebrated : the^e and Taurus, Liba- 
nus, and Ararat. On the last Noah's ark is said 
to have rested after the flood. 

3 58. The chief islands arc, Mytelene, Scio, 
Sanios, Cos, Rhodes, afnd Cypnis, which pro- 
duce cotton, silk, oil, fruits, and wines^ Tun- 
key in Asia in famous for its carpets, rhubarb> 
silk, oils, and fruits. 

OF RUSSIA IN ASIA- 

159. This vast portion of northern Asia was 
first known by the name of Siberia, and is now 
divided into two great governments; tliat of 
Totiolsk in the west, aud Irkutsh in the east. 

160. I'he principal cities in Asiatic Russia are 
Astracan and-Tobobk. The produce of the 
north consists of furs and skins; but in the south 
there is abundance of fruits, wine, ^e. 

16*1. The Kurilian islands belong to Asiatic 
Russia, and they extend from Kampsehatka t^ 
Jesso. The sea north of Siberia is filled whU 
ic^ a«d tinuavigabie. 
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OF THE CHINESE EMPIRE. 



162. China is celebrated for the great aDtiqiiity 
of its government; — for its immense population 
of upwards of three hundred millions; — for the 
variety of its manufactures and peculiar produc- 
tions; — for the excellency of its inland naviga- 
tion; — and for its jealous policy towards other 
nations. * * 

, \ 63j This empire, the most ancient and popu- 
lous in the worlcl, consists of three^prir.cipia di- 
visions, viz. 1. China Proper. 2. The terri- 
tory of THE Manshurs and Moguls. And-S. 
the region of Thibet.— Co rea is also subject 
to China, and is considered as a |>art of it. 

164. China Proper extends from the great 
wall in the nortli, to the Chinese sea in the 
south ; and from the shores of the Pacific Ocean 
to Thibet. 

165. The chief cities are Pekin, Nankin, and 
Canton. Pekin contains two millions of inha- 
bitiints, and the others ' not less than a mil- 
lion e^ch. 

i6SSt The imperial canal which intersects Clilna 
|poj>n north to south, cmplo%eil tiiirty thousand 
men^forly- three years, in its construction. The 

reat Wj4i, though built tyo thousand years ago, 
but nttle decayed: it is fifteen hundred miles 
long, and broad enojigh for tive horsemen to . 
travd upon it abreast.* 
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' 167* China has rich mines of all the preciotis 
metals. It produces abundance of corn, nee, 
and fruit, and is famous for its ingenious inanu<« 
factures of silks, chiua-^ware, &c, 

168. Chinese Tabtary is indudied between 
the great wall of China and Siberia, and between 
the Cloudy Mountains and the Pacific Ocean. 
It is inhabited chiefly by the Eastern and Western 
Moguls; of whom the former conquered China 
in 1644, and under their government the empire 
«till continues. It produces corn, rice, and valu- 
able skins. Thibet is^ included between China 
and Hindoosfan and its chief town is Lassa. 

169. The largest of the Chinese islands, which 
are very numerous, and scattered along the 
liouthern and eastern coast, are Formosa and 
Hainan. The islanc^s of Leoo Keoo, of which 
there are thirty-six, between Formosa and Japan, 
constitute a small kingdom, subject to China. 
The chief rivers are the Kiang and WhangO. 

170. The islands contiguous to the Chinese 
empire, besides those already noticed, are, 

(1) Those of Japan, fonning an extensive, 
rich, populous, and remarkable, empire. The 
largest island is Niphon^ and the chief towns are 
Jeddo, Miaco, the spiritual capital, and Nagasaki. 
This empire'^ trades only with the Dutch and 
Chinese, 

(2) The JesSQ^isl^nds, th which the Dane^ tra^ 
for furs. 

(.3) Macao lying in the bay of CaBlOU, tee* 
longing to the Portuguese. - * ' 
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(4) The island of SegaUen, or Tchoka, belong* 
iog to Chiiiese Tartary. • 



OF THE BIRMAN EMPIRE. 

hdudSng Malacca^ SUm, Laos, CamboeUa, 
Siampa, and Cochin-China. ' 

171. The Birraan en>pire is bounded by Asam 
oi]| tbe norths and on the west a range of moun* 
toins separate it from the British dominions in 
Bengal. It is divided by deserts and mountains 
from Cochin-China and Tonquin. 

172. The Binnans are separated from the. 
Hindoos by a v^ry narrow rai^e of mountains ; 
but the dispositions of the two people are ex- 
tremely different The Birmans are a lively 
inquisitive race, and very irascible and impatient*- 

173. The capital city is Ava. South of Ava 
b Pegu, supposed to be the Golden Chersonese 
of the ancients. Ava, the present capital, and 
Pegu, which was formerly so, are both going to 
decay. 

174. The Burmans, like the Chinese, have no 
coin ; but silver c^nd lead in bullion, arc current 
among them. The forests in this empire are 
large and numerous: the teek-tree, the lord of 
them, is superior to the European oak. 

175. Malaya, or Malacca, is a large penin- 
sula, containing several kingdoms and provinces. 
The inhabitants are called Malays, or Malayans. 
This country is celebrated for its numerous wild 
elephants. 
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. 176. Opposite to the coast of Ma^cca are tbe 
islands of Andaman and Nicobar. On a barren' 
isle to the east of the Andamans, is a volcano, 
which throws up showers of red-hot stones. A 
British settlement has been formed on -the greater 
Andaman for convicts from Bengal. 

177. The kingdom of Siam i^ situated in % 
large vale, betweea two ridges of, niountains. 
The river Meinam, wlych signifies the mother of 
tvaiers, is celebrated among oriental rivers. The 
trees on the banks of the Meinam are finely ilhi«» 
minated with swarms of fire-flies, which emit 
and conceal their light as uniformly as if it pro- 
ceeded from a machme of the most exact con- 
trivance. * , 

178. Tbe elephants of Siam are distinguished 
for sagacity and 'beauty.^ Cambodia is ^cele- 
brated for the camboge gum. The chief river ia 
Tonquin-China, is the Holi-Kian, which passes by 
Kesho, the capital. 



OF HINDOOSTAN* 

179, The population of the parts of Hindoos- 
tan, subject to Great Britain, . amounts to up- 
wards of twenty millions; and the couutriea 
Mudei" the influence of the English East India 
Company are nearly equal in size to all Europe. 

180. British India consists of certain im- 
snense territories on the banks of the Ganges, of 
^>icb Calcutta is the capital; of otliers OQ tb# 
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coast of CoroitiaiideU of which Madtas is the 
capital; of the newly acquired island of Cey'* 
Ion ; of the island of Bombay ; and several dis- 
tricts on the Malabar Coast. 

181. Bombay, on the Malabar coast, is the 
chief British settleuieDt on the western side of In- 
dia. — In Calcutta w the infamous black hole, a 
room only eighteen feet square, into which one 
hundred and forty-five Epglish were thrust ill 
1758, by a native prince, of whom one hundred 
and twenty-two died before mornings 

182. Hindoostan, in other respects, is divided 
into four sections: 

(1) That part watered by the Ganges and it^ 
principal branches, which inchides Bengal, Bahar^ 
"Xhide, Agra, part of Delhi/ t^c. 

(2) That watered by the course of th^ 
river Indus, containing Cashmir, Candahar^ La- 
hore, <fec. 

(3) The tract situated between the river Kistna 
and the two former divisions. 

(4) The western coast called that of Malabar^ 
and the eastern that of Coroniandel, in which divi- 
sion is included the island of Ceylon. 

183. The chief rivers "bf Hindoostan are the 
Indus, Ganges, and the Burrampooler. The 
Laccadive and Maldive islands, west of Hin- 
doostan and Ceylon, are unimportant, but very nu- 
merous : the Maldives are said to be more than 
thirteen hundred 'in number. 

184. Iuf{ia produces rice, sugar, diamonds, 
cotton, silk, indigo, saltpetre, &c. And the Hiil-

185. Persia is divided into eastern and west* 
em, and the provinces near the Caspian Sea, 
vhich hj^ve lately asserted their independence. 
The principal to>vns and cities are Ispahan, the 
<;apital, Teffliz, and Goqifbroon. * 

186. In Persia rivers and trees are very un* 
«oiinmon: hence the respect p^iid by the Persian 
iDoparchs to phnes and other trees that diffuse 
their shade. The palmetto is beautifully der 
WibedbyGay: 

Yet let me in someodorpus shade repose. 
Whilst in my verse tjje W\\ palmetto grows"* 
JLike the tall pine it shoots its statejy head, 
Prmri the broad top depending branches spread ;< 
NoKnotty limbs thetaptr body bears, 
Hung on each bpugh a single leaf api ears, 
"Which, shrivelled in its infancy, remains 
Like a closed fan, nor stretches wide its veins; 
But, as the seasons in their circle run, - . 
Opes its ripp'd surface to ihe nearer sun. 
Beneath this shade the weary peasant lies. 
Plucks the brpad leaf, and bids the breezes rise. 

187. Th^ singular features of Persia arc 
mountains and deserts. On the .westem coast 
of the Caspian Sea, near Baku, are fountains 
of naphtha, or pure rock-oil. The earth, when 
dug two or three inches deep, will easily take 
Jfire. 

^ 1S8. The most- remarkable islands m the 
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fotttheni gulf are Ormus, Kishma« and Karelu 
Oxmus is a place of censiderable trade. 

189.' From Persia are brought silks, carpets, 
leather, ~^d gold and silver lace ; but Persia has 
suffered more than any country in the world from 
a succession of tyrants, sq as almost t9 ceas^ to' 
be an organized coiptry. 



OP INDiBPK$II>ENT TABTAEY, 

190. This extensive region is celebrated a$ 
forming the greater part of the ancient Persian 
f^nipire. It was afterwards distinguished as tb6 
wide empire of Jenghia and Timur. It also gave 
birth to many ancient men of letters, among 
whom were Zoroaster and Abulgazi. Such is 
the hospitality of th^ Tartars, that all the fa- 
milies in the country seem to belong as to on^ 
house. . 

191. The chief divisions of Independent Tar^ 
tary are, 

' (1) The barren plains in the north. 

^ "(2) To the south of the Argun mountains is 

Great Bulgaria. 

(3) On the soi^th of the Ak-Tau moimtains 
are the provinces of Sodg (tiie capital of which i*

192. The chief tivers of Tartary are the Jihon, 
and the Sirr or Sihon : and the most considerably 
Jake or inland ses^ i9,tfaat of Aral*

193. The Arabians in general arc wanderers 
and robbers. The climate b various; in some 
parts it is excessively hot and dry, and subject to 
poisonous winds. In other parts the soil is 
fertile, and the air highly salubrious^ In the great 
deserts, travellers are guided by the stars and com- 
pass, as mariners are at sea. 

194. Arabia is divided into three paits: 
Arabia the Stony, Arabia the Desert, and Arabia 
Felix, or the Hzppy^ 

(1) Ston^ Arabia is a small province north of 
the Red Sea, between Egypt and Palestine* The 
chief town is Suez. 

(2) Arabia the Desert is the middle part of the 
country, the inhabited parts of which lie on the 
borders of the RM Sea. 

(3) Arabia- Felix, or Happy, comprises Ihe 
south-west part of the country. 

195. The chief towns are Mecca and Medina; 
the former the birth-place of their prophet Ma- , 
hornet, and the latter the place at which he was 
buried. Mocha is a port on the Red Sea, and 
Aden a port near the strait of Babelmandel.' 

196. Between the narrow branches of the 
northern extremity of the Red Sea, are Mount 
Sinai and Mount Horeb, on which are several 
cells or chapels possessed by monks. Here also 
IS me wilden^ess where the children of Israel 
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fOJOJtned forty years io passing from Egypt 
to Canaan. 

• 197' Arabiian horses are much esteemed. Car 
mels and dromedaries are the common beasts of 
burden. The coftiee of Araliisi is superror to 
that of all other countries.

204. The rivers are also grand features of 
North America. Of thesfe, the principal are the 
Missouri, the Mississipi, the Ohid, the Hudsfm. 
and the St. Lawrence. 

205". The gulf ^f St. Lawrence is formed 1^ 
the island of Newfoundland, aurf has a great sand • 
bank, about four hundred miles in length, cele- 
brated for the cod-fishery. 

206. The mountains are the Apalachian, pas- 
sing through the territory of the United Staffs, 
and among these the Ohio has its rise.- On the 
north-west coast are several volcanoes, but Ndtth 
America is ia the tnaia a flat country*

207. 'Hie United States of Amenca are ce« 
lebrated for the excellency of their constitution^ 
ivhich maintains public liberty and individual s^ 
curity. The inhabitants ako are famed for 
their love of freedom, and for their hospitality 
and industry. 

208. These states are in a v«ry flourishing an<t 
improving condition, Mid promise to become one 
of the most powerful and happy communitifis 
in the world. Tliey export to Europe cop- 
per-ore, timber, pitch, potash, skins, corn, to^ 
bacco, rice, cotton, &c. 

209. 1 he Republic of the United States is 
governed by a president, chosen every four years, 
and is divided into the Northern, Middle, and 
Southern, States.

!324. South America is best known for its 
gold and silver mines, which have been won- 
derfully produfclive to Spain. The choitest 
gums and drugs are likewise foupd in varioos 
parts of this unmense continent. 

225. South America comprehends the various 
districts called Terra Frrma, Guiana, Amazonia, 
Peru, Brazil, Paraguay, Chili, Patagonia, and 
Terra del Fuego. . ,. ^ 

226. South America ba^ no inland sea, but 
the rivers Amazons and La Plata -are celebra-^ 
ted as the largest in the world. They both 
have their rise among the Andes, and are many 
thousaiid miles in length. 

227. The mountains of South America am 
the loftiest on the globe, and have many vol- 
canoes among them. The Andes run from north 
to south, and extend four thousand six hundred 
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ihiles. Tbey are from t'jree to four miles high, 
and are covered with perpetual snow. 

22S. lil;^mxsmmt %iipish domimom in South 
America are Buenos Ayres, Peru, Chili, and 
New Granada. Peru and Chili are particularly 
Itmiviis ^r their gold and silver mines. 

229. In North Chili it never rains/and the sky 
Is scMom dottdy ; hut the dews of night supply 
the want of rain. Peru is a sterile and ahnost 
uninhabited country. ^ ' 

•JJ30. The Portuguese territory of Brazil is 
«f imiYiense ^exteftt. and has lately become the 
residence of tlie ki^g and court of Portugal. 

231. Guiana, paitly French, partly Dutch, 
is^ in \%\ I, in possession of |he Engli^. ThiC 
vouthern extremity of South America is Pata- 
gpnia, a^ desolate country, inhabited by savages, 
some of whom' are of colossal stature.. 

232. .Amazonia is not under the yoke of any 
European power. It is divided among ^rba- 
rous tribes, each of which has its chief.

• Whcn*th€ distance or difference of longitude between 
two places is known, it is easy to ascertain that dilierence 
of time by Calculation, It is noon, or twelye p clock, 
when any place on the globe is exactly towards the sun; 
and the succession of day and night, ofmornftg, noon, 
and evening, may be beautifully shewn by turijmg the 
terrestrial globe in the sunshine, or in the light of a can- 
dle- But to ascertain exactly the number of hour«^ and 
minutes in which, at4he same moment of time, two places s 
differ, it is necessary to divide the difference of longuucfe 
by 15, because every 15 degrees is equal to one hour of 
time; and consequiemly, also, every degree is equal to 
four minutes of time.

OF THE CELESTIAL GLOBE. 

270. The celestial globe is an artificial repi-e- 
sentatioD of the heavens, having the fixed stars 
drawn upon it in their natural order and situation. 
The eye is supposc^d to be placed in the centre. 

271. As the terrestrial globe, hy turning on its . 
axis, represent^ the rml diurnal motion of the 
earth; so the celestial globe, by turning on its 
axis, represents the apparent motion of the 
heavens. 

272. The zodiac is an imaginary belt round 
tlTe heavens, about sixteen degrees broad, in 
wliich the planets move; through the nuddte of 
which runs the ecliptic, or tiie apparent path of 
the sun. ' 

The twelve signs of the zodiac, which belong to the 
celestial globe, have been already enumerated.* 

273. The first points of Arie^ and Libra are 
called the equinoctial points; because when the 
sun appears to be in either of them, the day «iid 
night are equal. 

274. The first points of Cancer and Capricorn 
are called solstitial points; because, when the 
sun is near either of them, he seems to stdtnd 
still, or to be at the same height in the heavens 
at twelve o'clock at uoon, for several days toge- 
ther. 

275. Definition 1 .— Tlie latitude of the hea- 
venly bodies is measured from the ecliptic north . 
and south. The sun, being always in the ecliptic, 
has no latitude.

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27^. Jy^niiion 2.-^The longitude of the 
heavenly bodies is reckoned on the ecliptic, from 
the first point of Aries, eastward round the globe. 
The longitude of the sun is what is called, on the 
terrestrial globe, the sun's place.

^77' Latitude is the distance of a place, in 
degrees, north or south, from the equator. 

The latitudt of places upon maps is expressed 
by the figures which run up or down the eidc^. 
If the figures encrease upward, the latitude it 
north ; if they increase downward, the latitude is 
south. 

278. Longitude is the distance of a place, in 
dej^rees, from the meridian of another place ; at 
from the meridian of London, or Ferrol, or Parb^

The longitude of places upon maps is expressed 
by the figures which run along the top aod tb« 
bottom. When the figures increase from right to 
left, the longitude is west ; aud when they i«- 
crease from the left to light, the longitude h 
east.
